To THE CITIZENS oF MILTON: 


The undersigned, members of the School Board, submit 
the following report: 

We think the school year just ended has been one of 
the most successful and productive that the town has ever 
kuowr. We claim for ourselves no special merit; the 
credit belongs to you, who, at the polls, voted to raise a 
liberal sum, which, when added to the regular school 
money, has enabled us to furnish about thirty weeks’ 
schooling to each district. Some of the schools have been 
shorter than others, on account of their having been longer 
last year. The Hare Road School was closed at the end 
of the twenty-third week, in compliance with a petition 
signed by nearly every@ inhabitant of the district, the un- 
derstanding being that the coming terms shall be length- 
ened. 


The introduction of free text books has been a great 
benefit to all, especially the poorer pupils. None realize 
more fully than the members of the Board that the work- 
ing of the system has not given entire satisfaction. How- 
ever, this was through no fault of the system itself. We 
adopted the plan of “First come, first served,” and when 
the fund was exhausted we did not feel justified in supply- 
ing books on our own responsibility. We feel confident 
that two hundred dollars, if raised this year, will give each 
scholar all the books needed, and enable us to keep books 
on hand, so that when needed they may be had without 
delay. The Board re-established the school on Silver 


29 


street. During the first term the attendance seemed to | 
indicate the necessity of a school in that place, but the 
size of the school during the last two terms makes us 
doubt the advisability of continuing the school. 

The compulsory introduction of physiology into the 
schools has been responded to most heartily. Already, 
many of our little ones are well versed in anatomy, physi- 
ology, and the deleterious effects of narcotics and stimu- 
lants. May the knowledge now acquired be a guide for 
them to health, and a stimulus to temperance and morality. 
The use of the physiclogy as areading book in some | 
schools has been a source of good. 

We beg leave to call your attention to the South Milton 
schoolhouse, which is not only no honor to the school dis- 
trict of Milton, but an absolute disgrace. The Three Ponds 
schoolhouse, although outwardly not so bad, is no more fit 
for its present use than the one at South Milton. To make 
the inside comfortable would cause an expense greater 
than the surroundings seem to warrant. The emanations 
from outbuildings and barn cellars in close proximity, in 
the place of fresh air and sunshine, make it a source of 
danger to the health of the pupils, while the absence of a 
yard and the nearness to the main streets make it a nui- 
sance to the traveling public. 

In closing, we would notice the unlimited generosity of 
our great benefactor, Lewis W. Nute, through whom our 
rising generations will be enabled to rank with the descen- 
dants of those who stand above usin education, on ac- 
count of better facilities for learning.
